>) Mafter, calleth the Loadſtarre of our language: and whom 
(\ YALTEEN our Colin Clout in his Eglogue calleth Tytirus, the God of 
SAY £) 2.) Shepheards, comparing him tothe worthineſle of che 
Roman Tyrirus YVirgsl, Which Proucrbe, mine owne 
good friend Mr, Hareey, as inthat good old Poet, it ferued well Pindarus- 
purpoſe, for the bolſtering of his bawdic brocage,ſo very well taketh place 
in this our new Poet, who tor that hee is vacouth (as ſayde Chamer) is vn» 
kiſt, and vnknowne to moſt men; is regarded but of a few. But I doubtnot, 
ſo ſooneas his name ſhall come into the knowledge of men, and his worthi- 
neſle bee ſoundedin the trumpe of Fame, bur that hee ſhall bee not onely 
kiſt, but alſo beloued of all, embraced of the moſt, and wondred at of the 
beſt: Nolefſe,I thinke, deſerueth his wittineſle in deuiſing, his pithineſle 
in vttering, his complaint of loue ſo louely his diſcourſes of pleaſure fo plea- 
ſantly, his paſtorall rudenefle, his morall wiſenefle, his due obſerving of De- 
corum every wherein perſonages,in ſcafons, in matter, in ſpeech, and gene- 
rally, in all ſeemely ſimplicity of handling his matters, and framing his 
words : the which of many things that in him be ſtrange, I know will ſeeme 
the ſtrangeſt; the wordes themſclues bzing ſo ancient, the knitting of them 
ſo ſhort and intricate,and the whole period and compaſle of his ſpeech fo 
dclightſome for the roundneſſe,and (o graue for the firangeneſle. And firſt 
of the words to ſpeake, I grant they be Emecking hard,and of moſt men vn- 
uſcd,yer both Engliſh,and alſo vſed of moſt excellent Authours, and moſt 
famous Poets. In whom,when as this our Poet hath beene much trauayled 


and throughly read,how could it be as that worthy Oratour ſayd)bur that 
A 2 walking 
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walking in the Sunne, alth for other cauſe hee walked, yet needes hee 
muſtbe ſunne-burne; and hauing the ſound of thoſe ancient Poets ſtill ring- 
ingin his cares, hee mought needs in ſinging, hitre out ſome of their tunes. 
But whether hce vſcth them by ſuch caſualty and cuſtome, or of ſet purpoſe 
and choiſe,as thinking them fitteſt for ſuch ruſtical rudeneſle of Shepheards; 
<irher for that their rough ſound would make his rimes more ragged and ru- 
ſicall : or elſe becauſc ſuch olde and obſolete words are moſt vied of Coun. 
try folke; ſure I thinke, and thinke Ithinke not amiſle, that they bring great 
gracc,and as one wouldſay, authority to the verſe- For albeir bums} ma- 
ny other faulrs, it ſpecially be obieRed of Yalla againſt Linie,and of other a- 
gainſt Saluſt, that with ouer-much ftudy they afteR antiquitie, as coucring 
thereby credence,and honour of elder yceres; yet] am of opinion, and cke 
the beft learned arc ofthe like, that thoſe ancient ſolemne words,are agrear 
ornament, both in the one, andin the other : the one labouring to (ct forth 
in his worke an crernall Image of —_ and the other carefully diſcour- 
fing matters of grauity and importance, For if my opinion fayle not, Tully 
ia that booke, wherein he endeuoureth to ſet forth the parterne of a perfe& 
Orator, ſayth, that oft-tumes an ancient word maketh the tile ſeeme graue, 
and as it were reuerend, no otherwiſe then wee honour and reverence gray 
hayres, for acertaine religious regard,which we baue of old age. Yetneyther 

where muſt old wordes be ſtuffed in,nor the cenmen Bis ma- 
ner of ſpeaking ſo corrupred thereby, thatas in old buildings, it ſeeme dif- 
orderly and ruinous.: Bur as in mo are pitures,they vic to blaze and 
portrait, not the daintie lineaments or beauty ,butalſo round about ic, 
ro ſhadowehe rude thickets and craggy clifts, that by the baſcneſſe of ſuch 
parrs, mote excellency may accrew to the principall (for oftentimes wee 
finde our ſclues, I know not how, ſingularly delighted with the ſhew of ſuch 
naturall rudenefſe, and take great 6.874 inthat diſorderly order): cuen 


ſo doc thoſe _ and harth tcarmes, enlumine and make more cleerelyco 


appcare the brightneſle of brauc and glorious words. So oftentimes, dif- 
cord in myſicke makerh a comely concordance : ſo great delight tooke the 
worthy Poet Alcew, tobchold a blemith in the ioynt ofa well ſhaped bo- 
dy. But ifany will raſhly blame ſuch his purpoſe in choice of old and vnwon- 
ted wordes, him may I more iuſty blame and condemne, cyther of witleſle 
headinefſe in iudging, or of heedleſſe hardinefle in condemning : for nor 
marking the iath of his bent, he will judge ofthe length of his caſt. For 
in my opinion, it 1s one eſpeciall prayſe of many,which are due to this Poer, 
that hee hath labouredro reſtore as to their rightfull hericage, ſuch good and 
naturall Engliſh words,as hauc been long time out of vie, and almoſt cleane 
diſherited. Which is the onely cauſe, that our mother tongue, which truly 
of it ſel{e is both ful cnongh for proſe,and ſtarcly cnough for verſcyharh long 
time beene counted moſt bare and barren of both. W hich default, when as 


{ome endeyoured to ſalue and recure,they patched vpthe holes with peeces 
and 
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and ragges of other languages; borrowing here of the French, there ofclic 

Iralian, every where ofthe Latinez not weighing how ill thoſe tongues ac- 
cord with themſclues, but much worſe with ours : So now they haue made 
our Engliſh rongue a gallimauſrey,or hodgepodge of all other ſpeeches. 

Other-ſome,not ſo well ſcene in the Engliſh tongue, as pechaps in other 
languages, if they happen to heare an old word, albcir very naturall and fig- 
nificant, cry out ſtraight way, that wee ſpeake no Engliſh, bur gibberiſh, or 
rather, ſuch as in old time Ewanders mother ſpake : whoſe firſt thameis,thar 
they arenc t aſhamed, in their owne mother rongue, to bee counted ſtran- 
gers, and aliens The ſecond ſhame nolefle thenthe firſt, that what they vn- 
derſtand nor,they ſtraight way deeme to be ſenſeleſſe,and nor at all to be vn- 
derſtood : Much like to the Mole in Ae(ops fable, that being blind herſelfe , 
would in no wiſe bee perſwaded that any beaſt could ſee. Thelaſt, more 
ſhamefull then both, that of their owne country and naturall ipeech (which 
w__—_ with their Nurſes milke they ſucked) they have ſo baſe and baſtard 
judgement, that they will not only themſelues not labour to garniſh &beau- 
tific it, but allo repine, that of otherit ſhould be embeliſhed Like tothe dog 
in the maunger, that himſelfe can cate no hay, and yet barketh atthe hungry 
bullocke, that ſo faine would feed : whoſecurriſh kind, though it cannot boo 
kept from barking, yet I conne them thanke that they refraine from biting. 

Now, for the knitting of ſentences, which they call the joynts and mem- 
bers thereof,$8 for all the compaſle of the ſpeech, it is round without rough» 
nefle,and learned without hardnes, ſuch indeedas may be per of the 
leaſt, vaderftood of the moſt, but iudged onelyof the learned. or what in 
moſt Engliſh writers vſeth to be looſe,and as it werevnright, in this Author 
is well , finely framed, and ly cruſſed vptogether, In regard 
whereof I ſcorne and ſpew out the rakehelly rout of our ragged rimers {for 
ſo themſelues vie to huntthe letter) which without learning beaſt, without 
iudgement iangle, withour reaſon rage and fome,as if ſome inſtin& of Por. 
ticall ſpirit had newly rauiſhed them aboue the meann:fſe of common capa- 
city. Ang being inthemidſt of all their brauery, ſuddenly eyther for want 
of matter or rime, or having forgorren their former conccir, they ſeemeto 
be ſo pained & trauclled in their remembrance, as it were a woman in child- 
birth,or asthat ſame Pythia, when therraunce came vpon her: Os rabidum 
fera corda domans cc. 

Neuertheleſle, let them a Gods name fecd on their owne folly, fo they 
ſecke not to darken the beames of others glory. As for Cobin, vnder whoſe 
perſon the Authors ſelfe is ſhadowetl, how farre he is from ſuch vaunted ti- 
tles, and glorious ſhewes, both himſelfe ſhewerh,where he ſayth - 

Of Muſes Hobbinoll,/ copne no s&ilf. And 
Enomch is me to paint out my onreſh,chc, 

And alſo appeareth by the baſeneſle of the name, wherein it ſcemcth hee 
choſcrather to vnold greatmatterof argument coucrrly,then profeſſing ir, 
3 noc7 
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notſuffice therero accordingly. Vhich moucd him ratherin Acglogues the 
otherwiſe to write; doubting perhaps his ability, which he little aceded; or 
minding to furniſh our tongue with this kind, wherein it faulteth; or follow- 
ing onccxample of the beſt aod moſt ancient Poets, which deviſed chis kinde 
. of writing, becing both ſo baſe for the matter, and homely for the maner; at 
the firſt to trie their habilities : like as young birds, that be newly crept our 
of the neſt, by lirtle and little firſt proue their render wings, before they make 
a greater flight. So flew Theocritus, as you may perceyuc hee was already 
full fedged. So flew Virgil, as not yer well feeling hiswings. So flew 
Mantuane, as not being fl ſomd. So Petrarque. SO Boccace, SO Marot 
Sanazaruiand alſo diucrſe other excellent both Italian and French Poets, 
whoſe footing this Authour cuery where followeth : yer ſo as few,but they 
bee well ſented,can trace him our. So finally flyeth this our new Poet, as a 
bird whoſe principals be ſcarce grown out, bur yet as one that intime ſhall 
beable to keepe wing with the beſt. 

Now, as touching the generall drift and purpoſe of his Acglogues,I mind 
not to ſay muchyhimlſelfe labouring to conceale ic.Onely this appeareth,that 
his vnſtayed youth had long wandred in the common Labyrinth of Lour, 
in which time, to —_ ate and allay the heat of his paſſion,or elſe rowarne 


( as he ſayth) the yong isequals and companions)of his vnfor- 
runate folly, hee compiled theſe twelue eszwhich for thatthey bee 
{26.42 ear of the twelue Moneths, hee tearmeth it the Shep- 

ds Kalender, ing an olde name to anew worke, Hereunto haue I 


added a certaine or ſcholion, for the expoſition of olde wordes, and 
harder phraſes; which manner of glofſing and commenting, well I worte, 
will ſceme ſtrange and rare in our tongue : yet, for ſo much as I knew, many 
excellent and proper deuiſes, both in words and matter, would paſſeinthe 
ſpeedy courſe of reading, eyther as vnknowne, or as not marked;and that in 
this kind, as in other wee might bee equall to the learned of other nations, I 
thought good ts take the paines vpon mee,the rather for that by meanes of 
ſome tamiliar acquaintance I was made priute to his counſelland ſecret mea- 
ning in them,as alſo in ſundry other works of his. V hich albeit Iknow hee 
nothing ſo much hateth, as to promulgate,yet thus much haue I aduentured 
vpon his friendſhippe, himſelte being for long time farre eſtranged, hoping 
that this will the rather occaſion him, to put foorth diners other excellenc 
works of his, which ſleepe in filence,as his Dreames,his Legends, his Court 
of Cupid, and ſundry others,whoſe commendation to ſet out,were very vain , 
the things though worthy ofmany, yet being knowne to few. Thele my 

preſent paines, iftoany they bee pleaſurable or profitable, bee you wdge, 
mine owne Maiſter Harzey, to whom I hauc both in reſpe& of your worthi- 

nes generally,and otherwiſe ypon ſome particular & ſpeciall conſiderations, 

vowed this my labour,and the maidenhead of this our common friends poe- 


tric, himſeltc hauing already in the beginning dedicated it rothe noble and 
worthy 
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worthy Gentleman, the right worſhipfull M. Philip Sidney, a ſpeciall fauou- 
rer and maintainer of all kind of learning. Whoſe cauſe, I pray you fir, if 
enute ſhall ftir vp any wrongfull accuſation, defend with your mighty Rhe- 
roricke, and other your rare gifts of learning, as you can, and ſhield with 
your good will, as you ought,againſt the malice and outrage of ſo many 
enemies, as I know will bee ſer on fire with the ſparkes of his kindled gloric. 
And thus recommending the Authour vnto you, as vnto his moſt ſpeciall 
good friend,and my ſelfe,vnto you both, as one making fingular account of 
two ſo very good and ſo choyſe friends,l bid you both moſt hearnily farewel, 
& commit you and your commendable ſtudies to the tuttion of the greateſt.

But for the word Eglogues, 1 know is vn- 
m1} #own to moſt, and alſo miſtaken of ſame the beſt 
| learned (as they thinke) 1 will ſay ſomewhat therof, 
being not at all impertinent to my preſent purpoſe. 
| They were firſt of the Greekes, the inuentors of 
| them, called Acglogas,as it were, Aegon,or Ac- 
ginomen logji, that is Goteheards tales, For at- 


though in Virgil and others, the ſpeakers bee more 
cocritus, i whom s more ground of auths- 


colour of learning would make ys beleeue, that they are more rightly tearmed Ec- 
j,es they would ſay, extraor dinarie diſcourſes of unneceſſary matter : which 
definition, albeit in ſubſtance and meaning it agree with the nature of the thing,zet 
no whit anſwereth with the Analyſis in} interpretation of the word. For theybee 
not teermed Eglogz, Acglogues: which ſentence this Authour very well obſer- 
wing, pon good iudgement, though indeed fer Goatheards haue to dee herein, ne- 
wertheleſſe doubteth not to call them by the ſed and beft kuowne name. Other 
curious diſcourſes hereof 1 reſerge togreater occaſion. 

Theſe twelue Aeglogues euery where anſevering to the ſeaſons of the twelue 
Monethes, may bee well diuided into three formes or rankes. For exther they be 
Plaintine, as the firſt, the fixt, the elenemth, and the twelfth, or Recreatine, 
ſnob as all thoſe bee, which comtaine matter of lone, or commendation of ſpectall 
Perſonages: or Morall, which for the moſt pars bee mixed with ſome Satyri- 
call bitterneſſe ; namely, the ſecond of reuerence due to olde age, the fift of colou- 
red deceit, the 7 wa and ninth of diſſolute Shepheards and Paſtors, the 
fenth of contemspt of Poetrie and pleaſant wits. And to this diniſiow may euce 
ry thing herein bee reaſonably applyed: a few onely except, whoſe ſpeciall pur- 

poſe and meaning 1 am not\prinie to, And thus much generally of theſe rams 
Acgiognes 
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Aeglogues. Now will wee [peake particularly of all, and firſt of the firſt, which 
he calleth by the firſt Monetbes name, [anuarie : wherein to ſome he may ſeeme 
fowly to hawe fawlted, in that bee erroniouſly beginner with that Moneth, which 
bezinneth wet the yeere. For it is well knowne, and ſtomteiy maintained with 
ſtrong reaſons of the learned, that the yeere beginneth im March : for then the ſun 
renueth his finiſhed courſe, and the ſeaſonable Spring refreſbeth the earth, and the 
plea(awnce thereof being buried in the ſadneſſe of the dead winter, now worne a- 
Wy yenineth, 

Thus opinion maintaine the old Aftrologers and Philoſoobers , namely , the 
reacrend Andalo,and Macrobius, i» hu holy dayes of Saturne : which account 
alſo was generally ob(erned, both of Grecians and Romans. But ſaving the leaue 
of ſuch lrarned heades, wee maintaine a cuſtome of counting the ſeaſons from the 
Moneth Iayuary, wpona more ſpectall cauſe then the heathen Philoſophers cuey 
could conceiue : that u, for the Incarnation of our mighty Sauiour; and cternall 
Redeemer the Lord Chriſt, who as then renewing the ſtate of the decayed world , 
and returninz the compaſſe of expired yeeres, to their former date, and firſt 
commencement , left tos his Heyres 4 memoriall of his birth, in the end of the 
laſt yeere, and beginning of the next. which reckoning, beſide that cternall 
Monunent of our Saluation , leaneth alſo pon good proofe of ſpeciall indge- 
ment. 

For albeit that in elder times, when as yet the count of the yeere was not per- 
feited, us afterward it was by Iuliuz Czlar, they beganne torell the Moneths 
from Marches beginning ; and according tothe ſame,GOD (as is ſayde in Serip- 
ture) commannded the people of the Iewes to count the Moneth Abib, that which 
wee call March, for the firſt Moneth, in remembrance that in that Moneth bee 
brought them out of the Landof Aegypt:. yet , according to Tradition of latter 
times it hath beene otherwiſe obſerued, beth in gouernment of the Church , and 
rule of mightieſt Realmes. For from lulins Czſar, who firſt obſerued the Leape 
yeere,which hee called Biſſextilem Annum, and brought into a more certaine 
courſe the odde wandring dayes, which of the Greekes were called Hyperbai- 
nontes, of the Romanes Intercalares (for in ſuch matter of learning 1 am forced 
to ſe the tearmes of the Learned ) the Monetbes hauc beene numbred twelge , 
which in the firſt ordinance of Romulus were but tenne.Þ2, counting but 304 
dayes in ewery yeere, and beginning with March. Bus Numa Pompilius, 
who was the Father of all the Romane Ceremonies, and Religion, ſeetng that 
reckoning to agree neyther with the courſe of the Sunne, nor the Moone, there- 
unto aided two Monethes, Januarie and Februarie: wherein it ſeemeth that 
wiſe King minded wyon good reaſon to beginne the yeare at Ianuarie, of him 
therefore ſocalled tanquam Ianua anni, the gate and emterance of the yeere, or 
of the name of the God lanus : towhich God, for that the olde Paynims attriEu- 
zed the birth and beginnins of all creatures new comming into the world, it Fs 
meth that hee therefore to him aſſigned, the beginning and firſt entrance of the 
yeere. Which account for the moſt part-hath hitherto continued. Notrwithfran- 
ans 
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ding, that the beyplian beginne their yeere at September, for that according to 
the opinion of the beſt Rabbines , and wery purpoſe of the Scripture it ſelfe, 
God made the world in that Moeth, that is called of them Tiſti. And therefore 
be commannded them to keepe the feaſt of Pawilions, im the end of the yeare, in the 
xVAay of the ſewenth Monetb,which before that time was the firſt. 

But our . Authour, reſpetling neyther the ſubtiltic of the one part gnor the an- 
tiquity of the other, thinketh it fitteſt, according to the ſimplicity of common 
wonder ſtanding, to beginne with January ; weening it perhaps mo decorum that 
ſhepheards ſhould bee ſeene tn matter of 7 deepe inſight, or cannaſe acaſe of ſo 


dowbtfall indgement. So therefore beginneth hee, and ſo continucth bee throagh- 
on, 
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Aceloga prima.

This Embleme is ſpoken of Thenor,as a morall of his former tale : namely, char 
God, whichis himſelfe molt aged,being before all ages, and without beginning, 
n:aketh thoſe whom he loueth,like to bumſelfe, in heaping yeares vnto their daies, 
and bleſſing them with long lite, For the bleſsing of age is not giuen toall,but vn- 
to wtiom God will ſo bleſſe, And albeit that many euill menreach ynto ſuch ful- 
res of yeers,and ſome alſo waxe old in miſery and thraldom, yet therfore is not age 
euerthe lefle bleſsing, For euen to ſuch euill men, ſuch number of yeers is added, 
chat they may in theirlaſt dayes repent,and come ro theirfirſthome : So the olde 
man checketh the raw headed boy, for deſpifing his gray and froſty hayres. 

Whom Cx4ddie doth counterbuffe with a biting and bitter Prouerbe, ſpoken in 
deed at the firſt,in contempt of old age generally. For it was an old opinion, & yer 
is continuedin ſome mens conceir, that men of yeeres haue no feare of God ar all, 
or not ſo much as younger folke : for that being ripened with long experience, & 
hauing paſſed many birrer brunts,and blaſts of vengeance,they dread no ſtorms of 
Fortune,nor wrath of God, nor danger of men; as bring eyther by long and ripe 
wiſedom armed againſt all miſchances and aduerfities,or with much trouble hard- 
ned againſt all troubleſome tides, Like vnto the Ape,of which is ſaid in Acſops fa. 
bles, thar ofrentimes meeting the Lion,he was ar firſt ſore agaſt, and diſmaid at the 
nn and auſterity of his countenance; bur at laſt, being acquainted with his 
ookes,he was ſo farre from fearing him,that hee would familiarly gybe and ieſt ar 

him : Such long experience breedethin ſome men ſecurity, Although it pleaſe F.

Colin thew kenſt, knoweſt, Seemeth hereby that Colin pertaynerh to ſome Sou» 
therne Noble man,and perhaps in Surrey or Kent; becauſe he ſo often nameth the 
Kentiſh downes : and before, «4: lithe,as laſlc of Kent, 

The widdowes, He calleth Roſalind the widowes daughter of the Glenne, that is,of 
a countrey Hamlet or borough,which I thinke is rather ſayd to color and conceale 
the perſon,then imply ſpoken, For it is well knowne, euen in ſpight of Colin and 
Hobbinel/, that ſhe is a gentlewoman of no meane houſe, norendued with any vul- 
garand common gifts,both of nature & maners : but ſuch indeed, as need neither 
Colin be aſhamed to have her made knowne by his rerſes,nor Hobbine/ bre grieued 
that ſo hee ſhould bee commended to immortality for herrare and ſingular ver- 
tues : Specially deſeruing itno lefle, then eytber Myrtothe moſt excellent Poet 
Thevritnr his darhng, or Lawretts the divine Petrarches goddeſſe, or Humers, the 
worthy Poet Steficherus his Idol:epon whom he is ſayd ſo much to have doted,thac 
in regard of her excellency, hee {corned and wrote againſt the beauty of Helene, 
For which his preſumptuous and vnheedy bardines,heis ſayd by rengeance ofthe 
gods,(thereat being offended)to have loſt both his eyes,

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In all this ſong, is not tobe reſpeAed what the worthinefle of her Maieſty de- 
ſeruech, nor what te the Highnes of a Prince is agreeable, bur what is moſt come- 
ly forthe meannefle of a ſhepheards wit,or to conceyue,or to viter, And therfore 
he calleth her E5/a,as through rudeneſle tripping in her name: anda ſhepheardes 
daughter; it being very vnfic, that a ſhepheards boy, brought yp in the ſheepetold, 
ſhould know, or euer ſeeme to haue heard of a Queenes royalty, 

Tee dargtie,is as it were an Exordium ad preparandos anmor, 

Ungms tec nine Muſes, daughters of eApel/s, and CAemorie, whoſe abode the 
Poers faine ro bee on Parnaſſus,a hill in Greece, tor that in that Country ſpecially 
flouriſhed the honour of all excellent Rudies, 

Helicon, 1s both the name of a fountaine at the foot of Parnaſſus, andalſo of x 
mountainein Boztia, out of the which floweth the famous ſpring Caſtalius, dedi- 
cate alſo ts the Muſes: of which ſpring itis ſayd, that when Pegaſus the winged 
horſe of Perſeus (whereby is meant fame,and flying renowme )ſtrooke the ground 
with his hoote, ſuddenly thereourt ſprang a well « Juv” cleare and pleaſant water, 
which fromthence was conſecrate to the Muſes and Ladies of learning, 

Tour i/ner ſong, \cemeth to imitate the like in Heſyodus argwrion melos, 

Syrmxis the name of a Nymph of Arcadia, whom when Pan being in loue,pur- 
ſaed,ſhce flying frem him, ofthe Gods was turned 1ntoa reed, So that Pan carche 
ing at thereedes,in ſtead of the Damoſell,and puffing hard, (for he was almoſt our 
of wind) with his breath made che reedes topipe; which he ſeeing, tooke of them 
and in remembrance of his loſt loue, made him apipe thercof, Bur heere by Pan 
and Syrinx is notto be thought, that the ſhepheards plainely meant thoſe poeticall 
Gods:but rather ſuppoſing(as ſeemerh)her graces progenie to be divine & immer- 
tall(ſo as the Panyms were wont to iudge ofal Kings and Princes, according to 


Homers ſaying 

T humss de megas efts divtrephess baſilew, 

Time d' th dior effi, philes de emvetieta Zen,) 
could deuiſe no parents in his judgement ſo worthy for her, as Pan the ſhepheards 
God,and his beſt beloued Syrinx, So that by Panis here meant the moſt famous 
and viRtorious King, her highneſſe father late of worthie memorie, King Henrie 
the eight. And by that name,oftentimes (as hereafter appeareth) be nored Kinges 
and mighty porentates : And in ſome place, Chriſt himſelfe, whois the very Pan 
and God of ſhepheards, 

Crimoſin Coronet : hee deuiſeth her crowne to bee of the fineſt and moſt delicate 
flower,in ſtead of pearles and precious ſtones, wherewith Princes Diademes vic to 
be adorned and embeRt.

This Acglogueis made in imitation of Theocrirus his 15, [dilion, wherein here- 
proued the tyrant Hero of Syracuſe for his niggardife cowards ”oets,in whome is 
the power te make men immorrall for their geod deedes, or ſhamefull for their 
naughty life, And thelike alſois in Magtuane, The like hereof, as alſo chat in 
Theocritus,is more lofty then the re(t,and applyed to the height of Poeticall wit, 

{#ddy,1 doubr whether by Cuddy be ſpecified the Autbors ſelfe,jor ſome other. 
For inthe cight Acglogue the ſame perioa was brought in, bnging a Cantion of 
Collins making,as he ſayth, So that ſome doubc,that the perſons be different, 

Whilame ſometime, Oaten reeder, AnernZ, 

e /o layde, lye ſo faint and vnlufty. Dapper,pretie. 

F isa bold Mieraphorefatend from the Pawning fiſhes, tor the multitude of 

young fiſh be called the Frye, 
To reſtraine, This place ſeemeth to conſpire with Plato, whoin his firſt booke 
delemwbres faych, that the firſt invention of Poetrie was of very vertuous intent, 
For «t what time aminfinite number of yeuth vſually cameto their great ſolewne 
feaſtes called Panegyrica, which they vſcd eucry fiue yeeres to hold, ſome learned 
man being more able then the reſt,for ſpeciall gifts of wit and muſicke, would cake 
ypon bim ts fing fine verſes tothe people, in prayſe eyther of vertue or of victorie, 
or of immortality, or ſuch like. Ar whoſe wonderfull gift all men being aſtonied 
and at jt were rauiſhed with delight, thinking (as it was indeed) that he was in{pi- 
red fromaboue, called him Vartew: which kind of men afterward, framing theyr 
verſes to lighter muficke (as of Muſicke there bee many kindes,ſome fadder, ſome 
lighter, ſome marriall, ſome heroicall : and ſo diverſly «= afteRt the minds of men) 
found out lighter matter of Pocfic alſo, ſome playing with loue, ſome ſcorning at 
mens faſhions, ſome powred outin pleaſure,& ſo were called Poets,or makers, 

Senſebereaue, What the ſecret working of muſicke is in the mindes of men,as wel 
appeareth hereby,that ſome of the ancient Philoſophers, and choſe the moſt wiſe, 
as Plato and Pyrhagoras,held for opinion,that the mind was made of a certain har- 
monie and muhcall numbers,for the great campaſſiov, and likeneſle of affetion 
inthe one and the other,as alſo by that memorable hiſtory of Alexander:ro whom 
when as Timotheus the great Muſician played the Phrygian melody,ir is faid thac 
he was diſtraught with ſuch yawonted fucic, that ſtraigheway riſing fromthe table 
in great rage, he cauſed himſelfe to be armed,as ready to go to war(for that mulick 
is very wat-like,) And immediately, when as the Mulitian chauged his Rroke into 
the Lydian 2nd Tonique harmony,he was ſo far from warting,that hee fate. as ſtill 
as if he had been in matters of counſell, Such might is in muſicke, Wherfore Plato 
and Ariſtotle, forbid the Arabian Melody from Fildren and youth, For that being 
a!rogether on the fift and ſeventh tone, it is of great force to mollifie and quench 
the kindly courage,which vſeth toburne in ovr young breaftes, So that it is not 
incredible which the Poet here faith,that the Muſick ca bereaue the ſouleof ſenſe, 

The hepheard that,Orpheus : of whom it is ſayd,that by his excellent «Killin Mu« 
licke and Poetry,he recouered his wife Eurydice from hell, 

eArom eyes. Of Argus is before ſayd,that Iuno to him committed hee husband 
Jupiter his paragon lo, becauſe he had an hundreth cyes: bur afterward Mercurie 
with his Mufcke lulling Argus 2 ſleepe, flew him, & brought lo away;whole eyes, 
it isfayd that Tuno for his eternal memory,plac:d in her bird the Peacocks taileyfor 


cthole colouted ſpots indeed retembleeyes, . 
Wound. 
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Woundleſſe armour,vawounded in warre,doe ruſt through long peace, 

' Diſplay, A Poeticall Metaphore, whereof the meaning is, that if the Poer lit 
ſhew his skill in matter of more dignity,then 1s the homely Aeglogue,good occa» 
fon is him offered of higher veine,and more Heroicall Argument, in the perſon of 
our moſt gracious Soueraigne, whor(as before) he callerth Ewa. Or it mater of 
knighthood and chigalry pleaſe him better, that there bee many noble and valianc 
men, that are both worthy'ot his paines in their deſcrued prayſes, and alſo fauou- 
rers of his skill and faculty, 

The worthy. hee meaneth (as 1 ghefle) the moſt honourable and renowmed the 
Earte of Leiceſter, whom by his cogniſance(although the ſame be alſo proper to 0- 
ther) rather then by his name he bewrayeth,being nor likely that the names of 
worthy Princes be knowne to country clownes,

Whereon:in theſe three verſes are the three ſeuerall works of Virgill intended, for 
in teaching his flocke to feed, is meant his Aeglogue, In labouring of landes, is bis 
Georgiques, In ſinging of warres and deadly dread, is his diuinc Aeneis figured, 

Is derring do, in manhood and chiualrie, 

For ener, He ſheweth the cauſe why Poets were wont to bee had in ſuch honour 
ofnoble men, thatis, that by them their worthinefle and valour ſhould through 
their famous pochies be commended to all potterities, Wherefore it is ſaid, that 
Achilles had neuer bin ſo famous,as he is, but for Homers immortall yerſes, which 
1s the onely aduantage,which he had of HeQtor, And alſo that Alexander the great 
comming to his tombe in Signes, with nacurall ceares bleſſed him, chat cuer was 
his hapto be honoured with {o excellent a Poets work,as fo renowned & enobled 
onely by his meane, Which being declared in a moſt eloquent Oration of Tullies, 
is ef Petrarch no lefſe worthily 6 forth in a Sonnet, 

Guento «Aleſſandro 4 la famoſatomba, 
Del fero Achillo ſoſpirando diſſe 
O fortunato che /i chiaro tromba Troweſti,&5c, 

And that ſuch account hath been alway made of Pects,as wel ſhewerth this, thar 
the worthy Scipie in all his warres againſt Carthage and Numancia, had currmore 
in his cempany, nd that ia moſt familiar ſort,the good old Poet Ennius : as allo 
that Alexander deſtroying Thebes, when he was enformed, that the famous Ly. 
ricke Poet Pindarus was borne in that Clty, not onely commaunded ftraightly, 
that no man ſhould vpon pain of death, do any violence to that houſe,or otherwiſe: 
bur'alſo ſpecially ſpared moſt,and ſome highly rewarded that were of his kinne,So 
fauoured he the only name of a Poet, Which prayſe otherwiſe was in the ſame man 
no lefſe famous,then when he came to ranſacking of King Darius coffers, whom he 
htely had ouerchrowne,he found in a little coffer of filuer, the two bookes of Ho- 
mers workes, as layde vp there for ſpeciall Iewels and riches: which hee taking 
thence, put one of them dayly in his boſome, and the other euery night lay vnder 
his pillow. Such honour haue Poets alwayes found in the fight of Princes & noble 
men,which this Authour heete very well ſheweth,as elſe where more notably,
